Men may ooneoientiaualy differ as to the 
weight of evidence before them, when 
upon a jnry, whether a petit or a grand 
jury, but to assume as that paper does, 
that a jury inMaoon county, though it 
had plenty ot undisputed testimony be- 
fore it, and every "reasonable doubt" 
swept away in a (air and impartial trial, 
could be found that would deliberately 
disregard their oaths and commit per- 
jury, in any case and especially in one 
where it might be proven that a man had 
openly without attempt at concealment 
recklessly violated the most sacred guar- 
antee of our constitution, ie an unexouB- 
able slander upon a law-loving and law- 
abiding people. Hen who assume, that 
nnder any drenmstanoee, persons under 
oath, are jantiflsble when the rights of 
the people are at stake, in trifling with the 
law, are the last to justify such a thing 
when their rights are to be deter 
mined at law. They belong to tbat 
class, invariably, who insist upon the 
"pound of flesh" when it is coming their 
way, but are always very generous in de- 
spoiling the rights ot other people.

The Grold Standard. 


Horace 'Whits, of New York, in a 


speech delivered before tbe World's Fair 
bankers' and bnsinese men's congress on 
the subject, "The Ooid Standard," gave 
the following History of the past finan- 
cial methods of the government: 


At the beginning of oar career as a 


nation we adopted the double standard 
o'|gold and silver. Our statesmen fol- 
lowed in this matter the example of the 
older countries of Ecuope. Tne ratio of 
15 was adopted. This was very close to 
the true market ratio at the time. The 
English ratio of 151-7 ceased to be oper- 
ative because it wfce too high. France 
was at that tim« nnder the regime ot 
irredeemable paper. There was an hon- 
est and earnest effort to adopt the mar- 
ket ratio as the legal ratio. Neverthe- 
less 
gold 
began 
immediately 
to 


Brow scare* in oar oironlaticn as early as 
1810, and had wholly disappeared in 1817. 
One onnoe oc gold bad come to be worth 
as metal tometbiDg more than fifteen 
onnoesof silver. After 1817 and until 
1834 our metallic money consisted of sil- 
ver exolosrvely. In 1831 onr people had 
become tired of Ingging silver around. 
Congress had not reached a scientific 
conclusion in favor of the single gold 
standard. Congress adopted the ratio of 
16 to 1 in 1834 by very large majorities 
in spite of proofs urgently presented that 
this ratio would drive silver oat ot circu- 
lation altogether, as it did. This bill 
was called the "gold bill" in thedisona- 
Bkmsot the time. 


There was B variety ot motives leading 
to the passage of the gold bill, but among 
these the desire ot having gold In place 
ot silver was the most influential. Silver 
did go oat ot circulation. Two halves, 
four quarters, or ten dimes, it new and of 
full weight, were worth sbont a oent and 
a half mora than a gold dollar. It be- 
came apparent to everybody that if foil 
weight eilnc coins would not aronlate 
on the rate at 16 tol, while those ot light 
weight would oucnlete, then it would be 
safe to make minor coins designedly of 
light might on government ecoonut ot 
limited legal tender. There would ba no 
profit in exporting snoh coins, because 
they would not sell ss bullion for as 
much aa it would cost to collect them. 
InKSa ariae> of this kind wae passed. 
From 1837 onward the ooaotry bad 


gold money and the gold basis. Silver 
dollars were hardly ever seen. In 1866 
John J. Knox recommended a revision ot 
all the lew* relating to the mint Secre- 
tary Boatwell approved of the sngges- 
tlon. Mr. Knox and Dr. Linderman 
wet* appointed in 1869 a committee to 
make soeh revision. They presented 
their report with a draft ot a bill in 1870. 
The report recommended the diaoontio- 
uaao* of the silver dollar, this coin being 
ObSOIBtSL 


The bill passed tbe house May 27,1872.
